excepticn, came out against the match. 
Unused Neo Diplomacy. 

Even this heavy initial handicap 
might have been overcome if White had 
used a little diplomacy. Instcad he 
piunged in deeper by making %t as 
cfficult as possible for the newspapers 
to g£f€t material about the fight. He 
s0l@ the photographic rights of the pre. 
liminary training of the two men, as 
well .s of the fight, to an agency which 
was free to charge anything if pleased 
for pictures of the fighters. He entered 
Into contracts with Wells and Johnson, 
which prevented them talking to any 
newspaper man for publication and 
tried to sell to Engish and American 
papers the exclusive right to articles 
frora the training camps of both men. 

The crowning act of indiscretion 
came a few weeks before the fight 
was billed to take place. It then be- 
came known to men on the inside that 
White was attempting to sell the 
“reportorial rights” of the fight. It 
was actually claimed that one publica- 
tion had agreed to buy such rights, al- 
though how they were worth a penny 
it is hard to see. But White consulted 
eminent legal authority, whe assured 
him that he had the right to sell such 
a privilege, and that he could sell all 
tickets with a binding understanding 
that the users were not to write any- 
thing about what they saw for any 
publication issued in Great Britain. 

Few people knéw how much White 
lost on the fiasco. I am able to state 
on the best authority that he dropped 
at least $25,000 in actual outlay. Jack 
Johnson carried off $15,000,. which was 
paid to him in advance, a pretty fair 
sum for having a taste of high life in 
Paris at the expense of the promoter. 
Efforts were made to get Johnson to 
fight Wells in Paris under the same 
agreement, but as the black would be 
receiving only $15,000 more he flatly 
refused, declaring that he was retiring 
from the ring. 

But White lost a much hrger sum 
than this. When the fight was stopped 
he was practically assured of a profit 
of $60,000 out of the venture. He 
could not have made less than that, 
and there was a possibility of his mak- 
ing more. So the action of Churchill 
made a difference to him of at least 
$85,000.

White is a slim, pale-faced man, 
with short cropped black hair, turning 
to gray, and a black mustache. He is 
a north of England man, and speaks 
with a pronounced Yerkshire accent, 
which has survived the diluting effect 
of years of residence in London.

DORSEY MAKES FINE RECORD 
AS SOLICITOR GENERAL 


Convictions in the criminal branch of 
the superior court of Fulton county 
have doubled since Hugh M. Dorsey, 
solicitor has been on the job, a period 
of one year. This is a remarkable 
record and has caused general com- 
ment among the legal fraternity of the 
city. Possibly no county in the coun- 
try with a city of the population of 
Atlanta can show anything like this 
record, 

Solicitor Dorsey completed his first 
year of office last week. He was 
commissioneg October %5, 1910, by Gov- 
ernor Joseph M. Brown, but did not 
take office until the first week in No- 
vember. In the twelve months of his 
encumbency he has secured six life 
and two death sentences against per- 
sons tried for capital offenses in his 
court. 

Here are the figutes for the twelve 
months of Mr. Dorsey’s term: 

Percentage of convictions of cases 
tried, 22.04. 

Percentage of acquitals 
tried, 76.83.

Six life sentences imposed and two 
death sentences, thotgh one of the 
death sentences was subsequently com- 
muted to a life sentence, which reaily 
makes seven life sentences and one 
death sentence. 

The aggregate sentences in all cases 
where pleas of not guilty were en- 
tered and thé cases were tried, for the 
year from November, 1909, to Septem- 
ber, 1910 inclusive, amounts to 316 
years and 3 months. | ' 

The aggregate sentences in all cases 
where pleas were entered and also 
cases were contested, from November 
1910, to September, 1911, inclusive, 
amounts to 400 years and 5 months.

W. D. UPSHAW CONDEMNS 
USE OF HIS EDITORIAL 


William D. Upshaw, 


Golden Age, has written a card, in 


Her farmers which he strénuously objects to the 


misuse, as he terms it, of an editorial 
published in his paper three years ag9, 
and bearing on the prohibition ques- 


tion. His card follows: . 

I have a right to be indignant over 

the unfair use of my fname and the 
garbled reproduction of my editorial 
utterance, taken out of a setting that 
existed threé years ago in another 
state, and bearing no analogy what- 
ever to the present gubernatorial situ- 
ation in Georgia. 
‘From the Joe Brown headquarters 
has gone out the declaration that in 
an editorial publighed July 2, 1908, en- 
titled, “Make the Issue Single,” I in- 
dorsea ex-Governor Brown’s present 
position on the prohibition question, 
and the ludicrous sub-head, “Upshaw 
Indorsed Brown,” introduces the gar- 
bled utterance. 

Now, a8 a matter of fact, as the 
editor of The Golden Age, I stand by 
my editorial utterances, and the files 
of The Golden Age are always open to 
the public; but the facts are these: 

The editorial in question was writ- 
ten as a comment on the defeat of the 
gallant Carmack in Tennessee, and 
Hon. John N. C. "Stoekton, in Florida, 
each having declared himself in favor 
of state-wide prohibition. But in each 
state the situation was wholly differ- 
ent from our own condition in Georgia. 
Both Tennesseé and Florida were then 
cursed with legalized saloons. Prohi- 
pitionists Were fighting for what Geor- 
gia already has—a state-wide statu- 
tory prohibition law. I took the posi- 
tien then by which I wuncringingly 
stand today that a great moral ques- 
tion Mke prohibition ought not to 
stake its all on the personaltiy of any 
man, inasmuch as any man in public 
life will inevitably have political ene- 
mies, and from these enemies the 
cause itself will suffer.

Having taken every precaution 
against taking cold, and failed, the best 
méthod of getting rid of it is the 
sweating jirccess. Hot mustard féot- 
bath with not drinks, as ginger tea, er 
hot lemonade.’ A small tub is set in 
a warm corner near enough to the pa- 
tient’'s bed sd that he will not get 
chilled in reaching it. Put several ta- 
blespoonsful of ground mustard in the 
water. Add hot water as hot as can be 
borne for twenty minutes: wrap up in 
blankets while patient is being rubbed 
dry. A Dover powder, five to ten grains 
of quinine, with a laxative and the pa- 
tient will be able to go te work the 
next day. If the weather is bad, stay 
in bed for a-day or two. Cayenne pep- 
per is a geod addition to the quinine. 
When the cold causés congestion of the 
nasal passages, so that breathing Is 
difficult, from swelling of the mucous 
membrane; very greate relief is found 
in the use of a solution of adrenalin 
chloride, It can be bought in a 1 to 
1,600 solution in ounce bottles, and 
should be kept in the dark. Boil water, 
add a half teaspoon of salt to thequart. 
Add the adrenalin in the proportion of 
one to ten. Use the solution in an 
atomizer er on a swab made on a 
toothpick wound with abborbent ¢otton, 
two or three times a day. Liquid albo- 
lene with five grains of menthol to be 
used between times will hélp the hea!l- 
ing and soothing work. Keep the bow- 
els free ana avoid getting chilled; Deep 
breathing of fresh air will sometimes 
abort a cold, and is useful in every 
stage of a cold. Usually those who are 
always having colds are the flabby 
ones who coddle themselves constantly.

SHOWN IN CARS 


Southern Wreck at Chattahoo- 
chee Under Discussion, 


Advocates of New Model Claim 
That But for Steel Under- 
pinning, Wooden Coaches 
Would Have Been Tele- 
scoped and Many Lives Lost.

While none of the cars were of all- 
steel—not even the three Pullmans— 
all were equipped with steel under- 
frames. This design accounts for the 
aviation trick of the white passenger 
coach, which one passenger said rose 
easily ang settled down Hke a bed 
falling. 

The advocates of the new model 
Claim that but for the steel’ under- 
pinning the wooden coaches would 
have been telescoped and the loss of 
life been frightful. 

There were eight cars in the wreck- 
ed train. The mail car was just be- 
hind the engine tender; next the ex- 
press car, combination baggage and 
passenger coach, the coach oceupiedg by 
white people, two Pullman sleeping 
cars and a Pullman dining car. The 
Pullmans were not for the new type 
of sheet steel, but all had steel under- 
Pinnings. 

Description of Steel Frames. 

This steel underpinning consists of 
two heavy “bowed” steel bars Yrun- 
ning lengthways the cars much as the 
s‘lls under a house. The bars are 
“bowed” to give them extra strength 
and this “bow’’ shape is what is ‘be- 
lieved to have causeg the white coach 
to mount the combination car immedi- 


ately in front of it. The “bow” causes 
the steel girders to drop considerably 
nearer to the track in the middle of a 
car than at either end.

Cc. P. Rodgers, coast-to-coast flight 
brought temporarily to a halt here to- 
day when @ Jeaky radiator developed 
and threatened to work serious in- 
jury to the engine of his aeroplane.

MAY LOSE VOTE 


There Is Some Trouble About 
His Registration in New 
York City. 


New York, November 4.—(Special.)— 
John R. Voorhis, state superintendent 
of elections, is much perturbed today 
at the report given to him that Elihu 
Root, United States senator, has regis- 
tered from No, 998 Fifth avenue, an 
uncompleted apartment house. As the 
senator will not move into it until 
after New Year’s day, Mr. Voorhis is 
not sure whether or not that it is Mr. 
Root’s legal residence. 

Senator Rooft’s new home, or home- 
to-be, is at Eighty-first street, across 
from the Metropolitan Musetim of Art. 
It was designed to. shelter many 
wealthy families. Senator Root recent- 
ly engaged the entire tenth floor at a 
yearly rental of $27,000. 

The law says that no man shall lose 
his right to vote by reason of a tem- 
porary residence at Washington when 
elected to national office, but Mr. Voor- 
his says he does not know if the new 
apartment house is a real] residence or 
not. When the registry lists were be- 
ing checked off, Voorhis’ men fdund 
only about two hundred workmen in 
the place, and not a sign of a tenant. 

Mr. Root has been staying for the 
last four or five days at the Hotel Bel- 
mont. His son, Elihu Root, IJr., lives 
at No. 63 East Seventy-fourth street, 
and the senator has been staying there 
much of the time he has been in New 
York recently, it is said. 

“IT have no idea where my father 
registered from,” Elihu Rost, Jr., said 
today. “But I guess he is a good 
ehough lawyer to Know where he has 
a right to register. I know he has 
taken the apartments at East Eighty- 
first street and Fifth avente, and if 
he registered from there he probably 
had a very good reason to do so.” 

After a day or more in which to 
think it over, the superintendeiut of 
elections said this afternoon he did 
not Know what to do just now. 

“I am going to have my depariment 
make a most thorough investigation, 
however,” he said.

New 16-Inch Gun Shoots 2,400- 
' Pound Shell 22 Miles. 


The biggest gun in the world, de- 
scribed, with illustrations, in the No- 
vember Popular Mechanics Magazine, 
was built primarily to guard the big- 
gest canal in the world. This enor- 
mous engine of destruction is a 16- 
inch, breech-loading rifle, the newest 
weapon designed for the seacoast de- 
fense of the United States and its in- 
Sular possessions, the first one com- 
pleted being intended for the Panama 
canal. The total length of the gun is 
49 feet 2.9 inches. It has a diameter 
of 60 inches at the breech, tapering to 
28 inches at the muzzle. If smokeless 
powder is used it is estimated that a 
full charge of 576 pounds will throw a 
projectile weighing 2,400 pounds a dis- 
tance of 22 miles, The projectile pre- 
pared for the monster is 3 feet 4 inches 
long, and it has been calculated that it 
would go through a steel plate 42.3 


inches thick, if the plate was placed at 


the muzzle. The total weight of this 
American monster is 130 tons. What 
would happen to a vessel’ when hit by 
one of its projectile can only be sur- 
mised.

Atlantic, Tested at Ai- 
lantic City. 


Atlantic City, N. J.,. November 4.— 
Lack of sufficient gas to keep the big 
adirigible in the air brought to.a sud- 
den end the trial flight today of the 
airship Akron, which is scheduled to 
make an attempt to cross the Atlantic 
ocean from this city some time this 
month. The Akron landed on the 
meadows of Grassy bay, .7 miles from 
here, and back of Brigantine beach, 
this afternoon, and had to be towed to 
this city. It arrived at the hanger 
shortly after 8 o’clockK tonight. A pro- 
péller blade broken and a guy wire 
snapped were the only parts damaged, 
and these can be easily repaired. 

The airship left the 


at 10 a mm and made a spectacular 
flight along the beach, across the city 
rie Over the meadows between this re- 
sort and the mainland at a height oz 
about 300 to 4600 feet. The ballocn 
was up nearly two hours, when the 
cold air bewan to affect the gas, and 
she failed to shew preper buvoyuncy. 

Several landings were made, and 
finally the Akron could not rise again 
to. a sufficient height, and assistance 
was sent for. Federal life savers sta- 
tioned on the Atlantic City and Brig- 
antine beaches went to the rescue and, 
with a number of other launches, 
jragged the airship loose from the 
meadow grass and towed her home.

To Cure by Radium. 


The doors of the Radium institute, 
which was founded by Lord Iveagh and 
Sir Ernest Cassel at the suggestion of 
King Edward VII, have been open to 
the public since August 14. 

Once again England will lead the 
world, for the institute is more elabo- 
rately equipped for its special work 
and bas a larger supply of the essen- 
tial element, radium, than any other 
establishment, either in Europe or 
America. No man of science woul 
dare to prophesy what strange cures 
and stranger discoveries it may wit- 
ness. <At any rate, radium, the infant 
revolutionist, is to be given the fullest 
possible opportunity to upset theories 
and work miracles. 

Seen from Riding House street, which 
skirts Queen’s hall, the institute might 
be a restaurant or a fashionable dress- 
maker’s. Inside, the restaurant im- 
pression pérsists; marble tiles and 
wainscoting, luxuriously carpeted 
Stairs, and a noiseless, swift running 
lift support it. 

Toright and left. of the main corridor 
are the diagnosis rooms, pleasantly fur- 
nished little parlors where the medical 
superintendent,, Hayward Pinch, will 
ascertain whether or not -those who 
come to tbe institute are likely to be 
benefited by radium treatment.” Two 
of the rooms are for ~«ying patients 
—one fitted with black blinds, so that 
,absolute darkness can be procured at 
moments’ notice—and two for pa- 
tients who pay nothing. Throughout 
the institute the departments are sep- 
arate, yet hardly distinguishable in 
the matter of furniture, and the treat- 
ment will, of course, be identical in 
both. 

Among many curious things in these 
rooms, perhaps the most remarkable 
is the apparatus for making use of the 
scientific marvel .known as Killian’s 
bronchoscopy, by means of which a "a- 
tient’s interior anatomy, or the con- 
tents of his stomach may be made vis- 
ible.

Dwarf Forests Which Grow in Winter 


NCIDENTAL to a study which 
the Forest Service has been 
making of the pigmy forests in 

southern California, many curious 
and interesting facts have been as- 
certained They are, it appears, 
true forests, but composed of oaks 
and other kinds of trees, which, 
owing to deficiency of moisture and 
other adverse conditions, have be- 
come dwarfs. 

Such “elfin woods” are found in 
several parts of the world. In 
South America they occur in the 
coast region of Chile; in ‘Europe 
and Asia along the borders of the 
Mediterranean and eastward into 
Turkestan: in Africa on a small 
area to the west of the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

A characteristic tree of ‘he pigmy 
forest in southern California is the 
evergreen “scrub oak,” known to 
the botanist as quercus dumosa, 
which, under favoring conditions, 
attains a height of twenty-five feet,

a foot in diameter. In the elfin 
woodland, on the other hand, it fre- 
quently forms a dense thicket only 
eight or ten feet high. 

As one advances into high lati- 
tudes or climbs to corresponding 
altitudes. trees diminish in stature. 
A similar phenomenon is observed 
as one enters desert regions, though 


the result is a dwarf forest of an 
entirely different kind. In either 
case, of course, the dwarfing is due 
to a struggle against adverse con- 
ditions. But in parts of southern 
California there is-a combination of 
conditions which produces a pigmy 
woodland that leaves out both the 
alpine and the tropical species. It 
is altogether peculiar. 

The fact that the pigmy forest 
often forms an almost perfect min- 
iature of the typical woodlands of 
the temperate zones naturally sug- 
gests that dwarf trees are the 
stunted survivors of full-sized speci- 
mens which once covered the same 
areas This, indeed, is probably the 
fact. Accounts of early explorers 
appear to show that the white men 
who first reached the coast of 
southern Crlifornia found full- 
grown forests ere the e!fin 
woods now flourish.

A visitor from the East, seeing 
the pigmy forests of southern Cali- 


fornia for the first time, feels as if 
he were entering a new world. 
Everything seems to be topsy-rurvy. 
We usually think of springtime as 
the season when plants begin their 
growth, and when trees and shrubs 
spread a new foliage, which re- 
mains green until Autumn In the 
elfinwoods. this is reversed, and 
most of the growth is accompiished 
during the Winter Throngb the 
Summer season the mountains are 
browuv, and from a distance look 
lifeless, but *#mmediatély on the ad-

Americus, Ga., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Interest thruughout the state 
will again be directed next week to 
the Childers-Kennedy murder. case, 
growing out of the mysterious pois- 
oning of Mr&. Maud Childers, at Smith- 
ville, several weeks ago, a crime which 
apoused widespread indignation and 
resulted in the arrest and incarcera- 
tion of her husband, M, L. Childers. 
and young Robert Kennedy, a boara- 
er in the hetel where Mr. and Mrs. 
Childers resided. 

The trial will take place next week, 
perhaps on Monday, with the _ bare 
possibility that some light may be 
thrown upon the mystery surround- 
ing the tragic death of beautiful Etta 
Richardson Childers, the young wife 
of the man held for her death, but 
whose friends believe wholly innocent. 

And a8 many more people believe 
Robert Kennedy entirely guiltless of 
the fearful crime as well. I[If-both are 
innocent, as it is believed the trial - 
next week will demonstrate,.then will 
the question be again asked, “Who 
killed Mrs. Childers?” 

For nearly two months now M. 
Childers and young Robert Kennedy 
have occupied steel cages in the Lee 
county jail at,Leesburg, awaiting the 
session of superior court, convening 
next Monday, November 6. Both pro- | 
fess absolute confidence in coming. 
clear of the charges upon which they 
were bound oved by the committal 
court in September. The confinement 
in jail has been long and trying upon 
the young men, and both are exceed- 
ingly anxious for the trial, which 
may mean liberty for one or both, or 
the possible further incarceration of 
one or the other. 

Thousands to Attend Trial. 

Judge Z. A. Littlejohn, of Americus, 
will preside in the trial of this case 
about which so much interest centers, 
and the proceedings may take up sev- 
eral days. The trial will bring the 
full citizenship of Lee county to the 
scene, but it is not believed that diffi- 
culty will be experienced in the selec- 
tion of a jury for the trial of the de- 
fendant—whichever one it may be.

We think the salary assignmeént, 
though generally dealt in, is by no 
means used with the same brutality 
as heretofore by a number of the 
“sharks.” We believe this to be true. 

The garnishment process is not so 
extensively used, we believe, to ter- 
rify and disturb borrowers, as hereto- 
fore. And yet the abuse of this pro- 
cess in thousands of cases where it 
was known by the justice of the peace, 
his bailiff and the “money shark” not 
to apply has caused more injustice, 
more loss of property and labor, more 
domestic disturbance, more unsettled 
social ana economic conditions than 
almost any factor entering into the 
life of the wage-earners of our city. 

Another result which we think the 
most casual observation will reveal, 
and largely due to our bank, is the 
great lowering of rates of interest and 
the more favorable terms of settlement 
offered by the high-rate usurers of 
the city.

TO PURGE SOULS OF LUST 


FATHER, MOTHER AND SON 


DO WITHOUT FOOD AND DIE 


Chicago, November 4,—Details of a 
zhastly suicide compact involving a 
whole family, were brought out by the 
police tonight following the discovery 
of the emaciated forms of Herman 
Letsch, his wife, Anna, and their 12- 
year-old son. All had been dead sev- 
eral days. 

Followers of a religious creed, self- 
promulgated, the parents had forced 
themselves and their son to do with- 
out food to “purge their sinful souls 
of lust” until starvation wiped out 
the whole family. From physicians’’ 
examinations it was evident the boy 
had been the first to die. 

On a bed was a black shroud bearing 
a note reading: “This gown is for our 
son Herman, when he is dressed for 
the coffin.” 

Apparently the parents had been too 
weak to put the gown on the starved 
form of the boy when death came, but, 
weakened by hunger, had lain on the 


floor near each other waiting for the 


death which came several days later 
for the mother, and a week later, ap- 
parently, for the father, 

A long and rambling letter in Ger- 
man criticized churches and church 
people, and named a Chicago church 
and pastor. This pastor told the. police 
that until about four months ago the 
family attended church each Sunday, 
always contributing $1. They ceased 
coming, and when the pastor asked 
Letsch about it, Letsch, he said, 
shouted: 

“All right; I'll get out of the church, 
but a new appearance of.God will 
blast you for it!” 

The rambling letter said no minister 
was to appear at their funerals. The

THE MULE ON WILKES FARMS

Washington, Ga., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The live stock industry in 
Wilkes county promises an innovation, 
according to the plans of several pro- 
gressive farmers. It has been deter- 
mined to use heavy brood mares in- 
stead of mules for all the general farm 
work by these planters, and the re- 
sult will be watched with interest by 
the farmers of this state generally. 
If the plan proves to be the success 
that Wilkes county farmers believe it 
will, then the general adoption of the 
plan will follow. 

It has been demonstrated that the 
Percheron-French stock, weighing 
from 2,400 to 2,600 pounds, can do the 
work required of mules, and at a de- 


cided profit, because of the mule colts 
it is proposed to breed each year, It 


is contended that this stock can be 
bought at a smaller figure than a span 
of mules, can be maintained at the 
Same cost, and will prove of equal en- 
durance.

“The striking features of Judge 
Russell’s speech at the Grand opera 
house Friday night were the omissions 
of that portion of the speeches which 
be has been making for local applica. 
tion in dry counties, His speech was 
evidently intended for purely local ap- 
Plication, as was his speech at Datilon. 
in which he stated that if he should 
be elected governor ‘there shan’t be 
a barroom in Georgia.’ ‘I am not a 
whisky man; I have always voted the 
prohibition ticket and would be glad 
to see prohibition everywhere.’ 


Columbus Interview Absent. 


“Neither did he refer to his inter- 
view given out at Columbus, amend- 
ing his original package house theory 
by stating that he was opposed to the 
sale of beer except in bottles, and that 
it should not be drunk on the prem- 
ises. Neither did he refer to his Daw- 
Son speech in which he referred to 
the ministers ag ‘pot-fed priests and 
allies of the blind tigers.’

Governor Smith Directs Bring- 
ing Legal Proceedings 


| Georgia State Railroad Com- 
' mission to Fix All Tariffs to 
Be Charged on the. Entire 
Length of the State Road. _. 


In an effort: to compel the adoption 
of the Georgia standard freight tariffs 
on the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
even on interstate business, Governor 
Smith has directed that legal proceed- 
ings be instituted against the Nash- 
lville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road, as lessees of the state road. 

The governor yesterday issued a 
formal order to this effect, directing 
Attorney General T, 8S. Felder, and 
Judge James K. Hines, counsel for the 
railroad commission, to “take such 
legal procedure as may. be necessary’) 
to compel the lessees of the W. & A. to 
adopt the Georgia standard tariffs on 
all freight passing over the state road, 
including freight passing across the 
Tennessee border. The lessees claim 
Such business is beyond regulation by 
the Georgia state commission. 

The action of the governor followed 
the receipt of a letter from President 
J. W. Thomas, Jr.,.of the N., C. & St. 
L., denying that there is anything in 
the lease contract between his road 
and the state which requires the adop- 
tion of Georgia standard tariffs even 
on its interstate business. In con- 
clusion President Thomas says: 

Reply of President Thomas. 

“T, not you, say that ‘the railroad 
commission of Georgia, by order, has 
placed the Western and Atlantic pail- 


road in Class A, and has made the}, 


Georgia standard freight tariff rates 
applicable to the road.’ Upon exami- 
nation you will observe that the order 
in question and the standard freight 
tariff rates relate only to intrastate 
traffic within the state of Georgia on 
said railroad and have no reference 
or application whatever to interstate 
traffic over said railroad. The rail- 
road commission itself has, through 
its chairman, repéatedly stated that it 
has made no order and has no juris- 
diction to make an order relating to 
rates. on interstate traffic even over 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

“In conclusion, permit me to say 
that the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
roag Company has at all times since 
the contract of lease in 1889 abided 
by and performed all rules and. or- 
ders, schedules of freight and pas- 
senger tariffs prescribed for it by 
the railroad commissivn of Georgha. 
The federal congress has sole and ex- | 
clusive jurisdiction over interstate 
traffic over the Western and Atlantic 
railroad and it would be convenient 
for me to recognize such jurisdiction 
in the railroad commission of Georgia, 
even if it made such claim.” 

The contention of the state of Geor- 
gia is that the entire Western and At- 
lantic roag is state property and that 
the state railroad cummission under 
the lease act of 1889 has power to 
regulate the railroad as a whole and 
fix the tariffs to be thargeg by it 
throughout the length of its line.

The Gate City Guards was the last 
company in the state to give over .the 
old order of things and come into the 
state service under the new regula- 
tions imposed in 1892. Up to that time 
men had simply been elected members 
‘ef a military company and stayed in 
them at their own or the company’s 
pleasure. Under the new provisions, 
however, it was required that men en- 
list in the service of the state for a 
specified time, two or three years. 

Stands on Charter. 

Many of the companies of the state 
‘took unkindly to this provision and 
many declined for the time being to 
accede to the demands of the state in 
this matter. However, it remained for 
-the Gate City Guards to prove to the 
state officials and the state-at-large 
that they were quite capable of exist- 
ing without assistance from anyone, 
and in spite of the regulations the 
‘state had seen fit to impose. They de- 
termined to stand on the charter 
granted them in 1858, and this they 
'did. maintaining themselves as an in- 
|dependent military company without 
‘any ‘aid from or connection with the 
‘state for upwards of three years. 

In the fall of 1893 the adjutant gcen- 
eral issued an order that the Gate City 
Guard must enlist or turn in the state 
property in their possession. They 
turned in the proper.y and immediate- 
ly bought guns of their own. They 
had been Wearing their own uniform 
ali along. Th's action put the compa- 
ny out of the state service, and the 
Gate City Guard, the present C-mpaay 
B, took the place left vacant by the 
Gate City Guards.

THE PARKS AND SCHOOL 
HOUSES AS SOCIAL 
CENTERS. 


A practical and energetic worker 
has pertinently asked: “Why shoula 
not our people get their money's worth 
out of the school buildings? Why 
should we keep the doors closed and 
let the people’s property rust out in- 
stead of wearing out?’ He then out- 
lines a practical plan for utilizing the 
school building as a social center: by 
means of subscriptions a gyMnasium 
could be equipped, boys’ and giris 
clubs could be erganized to mect In 
the building on certain evenings; do- 
mestic science meetings, sewing cir- 
clea, debating cluods, ete, could hold 
their weekly meetings within the 
school walls; a reading room and 
library could be maintained for the 
use of the people. This is being actu- 
ally worked out in New York City, 
and it should be worked out in all 
our cities. In this age of “utility” we 
should not let our schoolhouses stand 
idle. when there are so many ‘tired 
workers who might benefit by the va- 
ried uses of their shelter, : 

When we read that the city of Win- 
nipeg has recently purchased twenty 
acres of land for a public athletic 
tield, and that the town of Sherman, 
Texas, through its woman’s club, has 
converted its public square into a re- 
creation park and built upon it a “rest 
cottage,” we can appreciate all there 
is to be done and all that can be done 
towards giving rest and recreation 
to the children and workers of our 
towns and cities. 

Rest Hooms. : 

Rest rooms are a necessity in these 
days of noise and restlessness. They 
should be undertaken by our clubs 
throughout this section where the sum- 
mers are so long and trying. Among 
the patrons of such rooms would be 
women living in.extreme parts of the 
town who are obliged to take their 
young children shopping with them, 
and women from adjoining towns, with 
their farm produce. How refreshing, 
after the long, jolting ride from coun- 
try towns, would be an hour's rest 
in a cool, dusky room, with near-by 
lavatory and the use of a couch! 

These club rest rooms are maintain- 
ed in western towns, and are an un- 
speakable blessing to jaded women and 
children. The president of the Wom- 
an’s Club of Brattleboro, Vt, writes: 

“Knowing as_I do the benefits of 
such a room, I should urge any body 
of women who contemplate svch an 
enterprise to £0 forward courageously. 
When the people of your town see what 
it means to them it must be they will 

ly to assist you.” 
ee club women we can do no better 
work than that which contributes to- 
ward the utilizing of schoolhouses and 
parks as social centers for all the 
people, and also the

“Give them light and air and pleasure 
and rest and you will not Know the 
next generation.”

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HELD AS POISONER 
SHE TAKES POISON 


Mrs, Louise Vermilya A‘tempts 
to Kill Hersett 


Although Watched by Police, 
She Uses “Pepper” on Her 
Food, Which Proves to Be 
Arsenical Rat Poison--Wom- 
an Nearly Dies. 


Chicago, November 4.—Mrs. Louise 
Vermilya, who was arrested yesterday 
on charges of having murdered Po- 
liceman Bissonette by poisoning him, 
made an attempt today to commit sui- 
cide by taking a mineral poison. 

“It is my belief that Bissonette was 
given arsenic day by day; even while 
I was treating him, and finally he was 
given enough to overcome all attempts 
by myself and consulting physicians 
to stimulate him and killed without 
Our knowing what the trouble was,” 

The foregoing statement, issued to- 
night by Dr. F. Van Arsdale, the phy- 
sician who attended Mrs. Vermilya 
curing her recent illness, and who pre- 
scribed for ‘the policeman before the 
latter’s death, for the first time fur- 
nished a direct connection between 
tne widow and the last of the nine 
deaths that have occurred beneath her 
roof during the past eighteen years. 

Death Was Threatened. _ 


Dr. Van Arsdale made the assertions 
after he had made preliminary ‘exami- 
nations of the contents of a can sup- 
posed to contain pepper, and which. 
uSed to season some food ordered by 
the woman today, brought on a sharp 
iliness that at 5 p. m threatened 
death, and which left ha in a grave 
condition fcr hours afterward. 

The physician said that while he had 
Ziven the woman severe treatment to 
counteract the effect of the poison, 
there still was a possibility of death 
because of the absorption of poison 
before the treatment was applied, and 
because of her weakened condition 
due to previous illness. 

When eggs were served to the wom- 
an by the police nurses, who were 
Watehing ser pending ner recovery 
from an illness, she objected to the 
black pepper with which they were 
to be seasoned. 

“In the pantry there is some white 
pepper in a paper bag,” she tek the 
nurse. “I'd prefer some of that if 1 
might have it.” 

The nurse by the odor of the light- 
cOlored substance in the bag deter- 
mined it was pepper, and allowed Mrs. 
Vermilya some of it. Soon after she 
became ill. Doctors were called and 
the contents of her stomach taken for 
analysis, Under antidotes she recov- 
ered from the effects of the supposed 
poison. : 


Arsenical Rat Poison. 

The “pepper’’ was taken to a drusg- 
gist, who, after an examination, told 
the police he thought the condiment 
was mixed with an arsenical rat poi- 
son. The remainder of the compound 
was sent to a city chemist. 

The incident _has pointed to a new 
possibility of the method by which 
Mrs. Vermilya’s roomers and relatives 
in past years met death. If the pepper 
and poison compound had been a part 
of her larder in past years, that fact, 
said the police, while point out more 
clearly a basis for their contention 
that Mrs. Vermilya has more than a 
passing knowledge of the cause of 
death of her associates, made it more 
difficult than ever to conect her with 
a death other than tnat of Bissonette, 
Since Trat volson may be purchased 
anywhere without registry. 

Completes Chain of Evidence. 

“The discovery of this box of poison 
revealed by Mrs. Varmilya’s attempt 
to poison herself, completes our chain 
of evidence against her,” said Police 
Captain Harding tonight. “We have 
searched the house again and again 
for the poison and might ne 
found it unless for hei 
this manner, I am sati 
fed Bissoneite the poiso ' 
day and set the arsenic by his side, 
where he conld shake it over his food 
‘himself. The woman will be formally 
arrested and locked up Monday if she 
lives.” 

Mrs. Vermilya tonight fell asleep for 
the first time in several nights, despite 
the sufferines she had enduring dur- 
ing the day. She was under guard of 
two detectives; a police matron and 
Miss Rose Wiseman, the trained nurse 
who discovered the poison. 

The guards are having their meals 
prepared outside the house and sent 
in to them in charge of a policeman.

What marks this inn out from every 
other is the group of tall old fir trees

No art could have grouped those old

NOT ALL WORKING GIRLS 
THAT YOU SEE ON STREET 


A prominent citizen in an interview 
which. followed the publisheq report 
of the grand jury on the demoralizing 
condition of so many young women 
being on the strects of Atlanta in the 
afternoon and after dark stated: 
~ “The majority of these girls were of 
the working class. Nearly all of them 
Were handsomely dressed, and on the 
cooler gays, they were bedecked in 
costly furs. Their meager wages, I 
am sure, did not affurg these ejaborate 
clothes. 

I do not know whether an investi- 
gation has been made so fully as to 
warrant the statement that the ma- 
jority of the young women referred 
to are of the working class, but I do 
know that many of them are not of 
the working class in the sense of be- 
ing workers themselves or of being 
obliged to work, 

Not All Poor Giris. 

Among: the young women who have 
been marked as habituees of the strect 
are Many who are the daughters of 
well-to-do parents ang who are on the 
street because they want to be there 
and because their parents, through ig- 
norance of conditions or through 
carelessness, do not prevent it. An 
element of young women are'those who 
work up town, not because they are 
obliged to do so, but because they 
want to get out of the home; out 
from surveillance, and into the store, 
the office and the street. Both ele- 
ments are not only an influence which 
works against the deserving working 
girl, but .which embarrass and in- 
timidate her. 

In one case, which was brought to 
the attention of some philanthropic 
women recently, were a group of 
young women who were behaving in 
an improper fashion and meeting on 
the streets, . etc. An . investigation 
was made and it was found that far 
from being without homes to go to, 
or being working girls looking out 
for themselves, they were young wo- 
men possessed of good homes and 


having parents who could support 
them. 

The parents were entirely ignor- 
ant, it seemed, of what their daugh- 


ters were doing, and when informed 


of it at first were indignant, but final- | 


ly realizeg the situation. 
Needed at Home. 

In the many instances where young 
women are working up town, when 
they are needed at home, it is but 
another lack in the parents to permit 
it. The fact that domestic service 
here has reached that degree of in- 
efficiency when the well-to-do woman 
is frequently confronted with having 
to do her own work, it would be found 
that if the daughter of the household, 
earning a Meager salary up town, 
were kept at home the family circle 
woulg be the happier. 

The restless desire on the part of 
many girls to do anything rather 
than stay at home drives many of 
them to work simply to get into the 
public domain. 

Here is where the parent fails in 
duty, in not keeping the daughter 
under surveillance and at home. 

During the summer months the ar- 
mies of half grown girls who fre- 
quented the theaters of Atlanta each 
afternoon in vulgarity sp:c acular 
tolletes were by no means the work- 
ing girls exclusively, for while the 
girls who earn wages were actually 
at work, these little sisters were trot- 
ing up and down in their little hobble 
skirts a prey to the tongues of the 
gossips, ang subject to the insults of 
men who judged them by their ap- 
pearance, Many of them were the 
daughters of careless mothers at home 
taking a nap, or visiting at a neigh- 
bor’s house. 

These statements are made in de- 
fense of the girls who do work, and 
work honestly, and who must so often 
be made to carry the burden of the 
social evil bv those shameless young 
creatures who would use the c'oak of 
the working girl to conceal t>eir idle, 
at first, then unworthy, pu. pcses.

Keports that 
states have been 
and artificially ripened oranges 
Miorida are causing thorough inves- 
tigation to be instituted by the pure 
food and drugs department at Wash- 
ington. 

The first intimation § that 
oranges were being shipped into this 
state from Florida, under the guise 
of the properly ripened fruit, came to 
the state agricultural] department from 
Ww. sc. Temple. of the Florida Citrus 
Exchange at Tampa. 

The state agricultural department 
was asked to keep on the lookou;t for 
the fruit, and to take steps to see 
that none of it was placed on the mar- 
ket. as the Florida people declared 
if was poisonovs to an extreme, and 
referred the Georgia authorities to Dr. 
Harvey W,. Wiley. the pure food ex- 
pert at Washington. 

As the shipments were necessarily 
interstate, the state department felt a 
hesitancy tn dealing with the question, 
and the matter was taken up with C. 
T. Smih, the local pure food and drug 
snspector, who represents the national 
pure food authorities. The entire mat-

The decree gives the language in 
which the history of the Panama re- 
bellion shall be taught in all pifblic 
schools and colleges of the depart- 


ment. 

After giving the names of the lead- 
ers of, the rebellion, all whom, it is 
declared, were “suborned by Yankee 
gold,’ the decreed history continues: 


Gigantic Conspiracy Alleged. 


“In the preparation and realization 
of their criminal intent they were of- 
ficially aided by adventurers of the 
worst stripe, such as Manuel Amador 
Guerrero, a native of the city of Car- 
tagna; Frederico Boyd, an American, 
and the Frenchman, Felipe Buneau|} 
Varilla, for whom the operation of the}; 
sale of the canal enterprise to the 
United States had to produce filthy 
lucre. Also the Colombians, Estoban 
Tuertas ang Ruben J. Varon obscure, 
ignorant and mercenary soldiers, who 
commanded the forces on land and sea, 
respectively, were guilty of treason to 
their native land. All those traitorous 
servants, men unworthy of occupying 
any post, as is proved by the nefarious 
crime by them committed, cajoleqd by 
vile gold, were found in those positions 
against the wish of the Colombian 
people as manifested by the assembly.

Special care is taken to see 
that each student has work fitted to 
nig needs, and each one can advance 
as rapidly as his ability will allow 
nim. Instruction is g:ven to the stu- 
dents as individuals so far as is prac- 
tical. The accompanying illustrations 
give views of the shops and some of 
che students at work. 

The state of Georgia has freely do- 
nated the use of plants, laboratories, 
shops, etc, for this night school so 
that the expense of obtaining a tech- 
nical education by those persons em- 
ployed during the day and without 
means of acquiring a college educa- 
ilon is practically nothing.

CALIFORNIA’S INEBRIETY LAW. 


The state of California, from which so many legislative inno- 
vations are now coming, is giving a thorough trial to an unusual 
and drastic law directed against inebriety and drug addiction. 


The law provides that all persons “so far addicted to the intem- 


perate use of narcotics and stimulants as to have lost the power 


of self-control, or are subject to dipsomania or inebriety” may be 


committed to the asylums for the insane. 

Logically, the law has a sound basis, since it cannot sensibly 
be contended that an habitual drunkard or a drug habitue is re- 
sponsible—and irresponsibility 1s one of the distinguishing char- 
acteristics of insanity. The result of the method in California has 
been to vastly increase the statistical roster of the insane, though 
it is claimed the law is working remedial wonders. 

But is it just to men who may, after due scientific treatment, 
resume their places in the world, to subject them to that stigma 
which inevitably attaches to the individual once suspected of in- 


sanity? Is not that method of reaching inebrietvy rather a round- 


jabout one? 


Money must be spent, per capita, at any rate, for the treat- 
ment of such subjects, whether inmates of asylums for the insane 
Would it not be more 


judicious tor the state to handle each class of cases upon their in- 


dividual merits, rather than in a heterogeneous jumble? 

At all events, California’s experiment will be watched with in- 
terest. And, at the last analysis, it is better that states take some 
preventive and curative cognizance of inebriety, if even ‘by a de- 
batable method, than none at ail, as in Georgia.

e| _Vagrancy has become a sectional problem. Is it not time for. 
the south to combine against the vagrant? 

The assertion and the query rise out of the sectional indorse- 
ment given The Constitution’s crusade against vagrancy in Georgia. 
Typical comments are quoted elsewhere. The breadth of the evil

comes from The Columbus Enquirer-Sun, and from a correspondent 
at Climax, Ga. Other references could be cited. These are merely 
thiteteciotic: and illustrate the breadth and sweep of the problem. 

A significant feature of these widespread comments is that 
| they all agree upon a factor strongly stressed by The Constitution 
——that forcing the “vag” to move on does not settle the complexities 
to which he gives rise. The device simply transfers them to another 
community. And as the chronic loafer generally has a fixed habitat, 
he is almost sure, sooner or later, to return to the place from which 
he was evicted when the furore against his kind has abated. 

It is noticeable, also, that in each instance the statement is 
made that town and country alike suffer from the loafer. The 
farmer is embarrassed for lack of labor. The city employer can 
never count on filling his contracts, getting a specified task done, 
on schedule time under the existing regime. 

A third phase that may not be ignored, and one The Consti- 
tution has everlastingly emphasized, is that avhich exhibits the 
vagrant as the potential criminal. From professional idleness to 
professional crime the step is a short-and an easy one. The com- 
munity pays the freight—a double toll, the first in the hampering 
of its industries, the second in the increased fixed charges upon 
courts ‘and jails. 

The south is the last section of,this country that should tolerate 
vagrancy! There is here no place nor pretext for the philanderer. 
In the country, work offers in abundance at reasonable wages and 
keep. In the city, employment of divers character is open to the 
choice of him who really desires to earn, and not eke or pilfer, a 
living. 

The problem is even now sufficiently aggravated, in its agri- 
cultural, its industrial and its criminal aspects. Unchecked, it will 
within an incredibly swift period, grow®entirely out of hand, for 
vagrancy, like all quasi disease, quasi crime, is self-propagating. 

The section is facing its greatest era of development. What 
shali it do for privates and minor officers in its armies of industry, 
if, by negligence, we let vagrancy fatten and spread and get utterly 
beyond our control? 

Co-operation of every degree is increasingly popular and effi- 
cient as a solution of common problems. 


Why not sectional co-operation against the vagrancy evil? 
Why should towns long adopt the antiquated and insufficient method 


of “shtbving on” the loafer, and why should states follow in their 
footsteps? : 

Some time, somehow, the’ problem must be met. It grows 
constantly in menace. It will be more difficult to handle tomorrow 
than today. Tomorrow it will exact infinitely heavier tribute than 


today. 
Why not a sectional combination in restraint of vagtancy ?

THE NEGRO COOKS’ CONTEST. 


Notably practicable among the features arranged for the negro 
fair to be held at Macon, November 8-18, under the auspices of 
the Georgia State Colored Agricultural and Industrial Association, 
is a cooking contest, the conditions and premiums of which are 
detailed in a special dispatch from Macon, published elsewhere. 

The Constitution has consistently preached the doctrine that, 
until the negroes realize the need for fitting themselves’ for the 
tasks for which they are naturally qualified, the problem of racial 
progress would. record no advancement toward solution. There is 
much education for the negro of the top-heavy kind—that equipping ! *— 
him for the professions.

The introduction of a cooking contest at the negro fair is 
emphatically a step in the right direction—in the direction of aiding 
the neglected negro masses, not the exceptional classes. Properly 
trained, there is no better cook in the world than the negro woman. 
Her art stands out as one of the ante-bellum traditions. If it has 
since fallen upon decadence, it has been her fault in failing to keep 
pace, and almost equally the fault of the white people in not sensing 


changed conditions and meeting them. 
The cooking contest is the idea of R. R. Wright, president of 


for Negroes. It is to be hoped the philosophy it embodies will be 
widely copied by institutions generally dedicated to the practical 
education of ‘the negro.

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NO RECANTING FOR “UNCLE JOE.” 


In this day of progressives who progress backward, of shift- 
ing times and shiity politicians, it is refreshing to witness a down- 
right exhibition of consistency, even though it be on the doomed 
behalf of republican stand-pattism.

The beauty of the whole thing is his ob- 
vious sincerity in his convictions, a trait it is not quite certain he 
shares in common with his “progressive” brethren, whom he is so 
fond of lambasting whenever occasion offers. 

Canadian reciprocity and, in a measure, the democratic tariff 
bills showed up the inconsistency|of the insurgents. Not so with 
“Uncle Joe.” He was standing { (pat before ever insurgency saw 
the light of day, he stood pat with insurgency raging around him 
in the famous rules fight, and now that insurgency seems to be in 
the ascendant, he is still standing pat, with both feet and all the 
power of his somewhat vivid vocabulary. 

One may not approve the old man’s political tenets, or the 
persistency with which he sticks to error; but at least admiration 
cannot be withheld for his sheer fearlessness, his faculty for “stay- 
ing put,” the inability to be swept off his feet by hysteria or by 
political nostrums in which he does not really believe. 

Candor, even though in a losing and mistaken cause, is better 
than demagogy, and it is less harmful, in that it ‘does not wear a 
hypocritical mask. And the last charge in the world that could 


be made to cling to “Uncle Joe” is that of political hypocrisy.

The professional idler—the loafer 
and bum—igs not a stranger to any 
southern community, and he is a very 
plausible individual, too. Even when 
the wide-awake officer gets upon his 
trail, he usually manages to induce 
some substantial citizen to vouch for 
him, and every time this happens the 
otticer is up against it. And when it 
happens, the officer is not obtaining 
the support and co-operation of the 
z0od citizen that he has a right to ex- 
pect, and which he must have to en- 
iorce so difficult a law. 

A custom of compelling vagrants te 
leave a community is not a solvent of 
the problem at all, except in so far as 
one community is concerned. Hé goes 
to a neighboring community and plies 
his trade of dead-beating until he is 
ordered to move again. In that way, 
he manages to evade honest work. The 
Vagrant ought to be handied whenever 
and wherever he is apprehended. If he 
in Houston, he ought to be 
compeited to perform some puvlic work 
i here before he 1s ordereg to move.

Moreover, ewo of the 
fiercest battles of that rebellion were 
fought in Ulster. One took place 
within a few miles of the spot where 
Mr. Moore was speaking—Ballinahinch, 
County Down. The vther was at An- 
trim. These are the centers of the 
two most Protestant districts in Ire- 
land ang probably ac least 99 per cent 
of the rebels who took part in them 
were Protestants, 

It may be vot interest in this con- 
nection to recall the fact that the 
granduncle of Mr. McKinley, not long 
ago president of the United States, 
was hanged as a rebel at the rebellion 
of "98 at Ballymoney, not many miles 
from Mr. Moore's home. Mr. McKin- 
ley’s grandfather had, fortunately for 
himself, emigrated a year or two 
earlier to America in disgust at the 
state of things at home. It is quite 
characteristically [rish that one 
brother should be hanged for sedition 
in Ireland ang the other should go to 
the United States to give it its presi- 
dent. 

The late Dr. Dawson Burns, in his 
annual analysis of the national drink 
bill for 1908, estimated that Ireland's 
share was $67,100,000. It was at that 
time contended that this huge sum 
was excessive, and that the official 
returns on which he based his calcu- 
lations were misleading. But, accord- 
ing to T. Galloway Riggs, Dr. Dawson 
Burns understateq the case against 
Ireland and in the year 1908-9 our 
drink bill exceeded $90.000,000.

The calcu‘ation igs made 
that the 1,290,214 male adults in Ire- 
land, with the women to help them, 
consume per head per week 14 pints of 
beer or stout and 4% glasses of spir‘ts. 
No allowance seems to be made for the 
tota] abstainers, a large and steadiiy

Centenarians in New York. 

It is doubtful if any oity in the 
world can match New York for centen- 
arians. Since 1909 fifty-four people 
each 100 years of awe or over have died 
in this city according to the vital sta- 
tistics. Of these 14 died in 1909, 29 in 
1910 and 11 so far in 1911. 

Of these aged people 9 were natives 


of Ireland, 6 of Germany, 4 of Aus- 
tria, 2 of France and 1 each of Poland 
and Italy. 
people were women and twenty-one 
were men. 

The oldest of them, Esther Davis, 
who was 117 years 6 months of age 
when she died, was a Russian. The 
oldest American was Abbie Bingham, 
who had seen 113 years 9 months when 
death took her. 

This is a hard record to beat. 


The Exodus to the West. 

The exodus from the east to settle in 
the reclaimed aird land of the west, 
was interestingly discussed the other 
day by Denman Marshall, a prominent 
financier of Seattle. Mr. Marshal! has 
been a leading spirit in the reclam- 
ation of great tracts of land, and he 
has seen vast numbers of people found 
homes and develop fertile farms, 
through the irrigation of the sage 
brush plains. 

“It is startling when one stops to 
think of it,’’ said Mr. Marshall. “The 
creation of fruitful farms out of thess3 
arid lands that have laid idle and un- 
productive for centuries, has given 
homes and new leases of life to thous- 
ands of people. The rec amation 
service has done the greatest work this 
country thus far has undertaken, and 
yet, when it was first broached in con- 
gress, there was a great outcry at this 
proposed use of the public funds. 

“There are many thousands of acres 
out there still waiting to be converted 
into veritable gardens, with the aid of 
irrigation ditches. Today one may 
travel over long stretches of territory 
and see only a wide expanse of sage 
brush. There it lies, waiting only the 
magic touch of water, toward which 
engineers everywhere are laboring. 
Six months from now these barren 
fields will be blossoming and blooming 
with crops, made . immensely rich 


through irrigation. 

“Those familiar with the western 
country marvel at what already has 
been done, and we understand the pos. 
sibilities of the future. Vast tracts 
of land have not and cannot be touch- 
ed for years to come. An empire still 
awaits the irrigation men. 

The greater majority of the farmers 
who have bought these lands are from 
the east, and, after all, it is the eastern 
farmer, 
study farming as a science to get re- 
sults from his worn-out lands. who 
makes the most successful agricultu- 
ralist when he works a really rich soil. 
There ig no waste in his system, and 
these eastern farmers are getting won- 
derful results from their efforts on 
these reclaimed lands.” 


New School of Medicine. 

“The Tulane University of Louisiana 
on October 1 opened up a school of 
tfopical medicine that will become 
in my judgment, one of the greatest 
blessings this country has known,” 
Says Dr. A. L. Metz, heag of the de- 
— of chemistry of that univer- 
sity. 

“Not only will this be of great ben- 
efit to those countries in which our 
graduates will be sent to operate, but 
to the Uniteq States as a commercial 
proposition. Commerce always follows 
health, and wherever disease has been 
stamped out our trade has immediately 
increased. This new department is be- 
ginning to fill up with physicians who 
will take the post-graduate course, and 
young doctors are turning toward the 
university from widely different sec- 
tions of the country. 

“The new school is under the man- 
agement of Dr. Creighton Wellman, 
who has had much experience on Loth 
sides of the African coast and else- 
where. This will be the first school in 
the United States whose object it is to 
educate medical men to go into the 
tropical countries with which we have 
extensive commercial relations and 
teach the doctrine of hygiene. 

“With the opening of the Panama 
canal the question of the sanitary con- 
dition of those countries to the south 
of us will become a most important 
one. New Orleans is the gateway of 
the traffic coming north into the Un!i- 
ted States, and her position at the 
mouth of the Mississippi necessariiy 
will make it Her duty to protect all 
that region between the Alleghenies 
on the east and the Rockies on the 
west. The opening of the canal will 
"ut New Orleans in close touch with 
the entire west coast of South and 
Central America. The commerce of the 
Orient, which will be stimulated by 
the new conditions, will present addi- 
tional health problems. The wisdom 
of the board of administration of -Tu- 
lane University in establishing - this 


school, therefore, will be apparent. 

“We are much better situated for 
work of this sort than the schools of 
tropical medicine in London, Liverpool 
and Hamburg. A similar school, main- 
tained by the United States govern- 
ment, I may add is now in operation in 
Manila. Our doctors will enter their 
new flelds of labor supported by the 
university, but later we hone to see 
funds come in through endowments 
from public spirited men who will ap. 
prove of this great work. American 
physicians, trained to study and under- 
stand conditions in tropical countries 
already have stamped out yellow fever 
and through the destruction of mos- 
quitoes malarial fevers also have been 
eradicated. 

“The only way to cope with such 
conditions is through the researches 
and experiences of trained men. and 
while they are carrving the blessings 
of their medical skill to the people of 
those inflicted countries, thev also are 
bestowing great benefits upon our own 
people at home.”

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A HOME-MADE MUSICAL TOY 
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Fig. 3. 

F you have a good ear for music, you can 
easily make a xylophone. It is true, you 
can buy one.for very little money; but then 
where would your fun come in? To make 
it you must-have strips of wood of various 
sizes and thick enough to allow the -pas- 
sage of a stout piece of twine. The largest 

strips give the lowest notes. The first note of the 
scale may be of a strip of any convenient size, and 
the succeeding strips are tuned by carefully cutting 
away from the under side until the desired tone is 
produced. They are strung upon cords in a manner 
shown in Fig. 2, a knot being made on each side to 
keep the, strip in place; and finally, across the upper 
part of a box, in order to give sufficient resonance of 
sound. In putting these strips together it is neces- 
sary to have the holes through which they are 
strung at a slight angle in the direction of the slant 
which the string takes when fastened to the frame. 
The arrangement seen in Fig. 3 is perhaps best 
adapted to the usual form of a box and affords a 
greater range of notes. The wood should be thor- 
oughly seasoned before the bars are made. Little 
wooden mallets are used to play upon this xylo- 
phone. Toy drum-sticks will do. Among the tribes 
of southern Africa an instrument of this class holds 
chief place in their festivals, and is played upon with 
considerable skill by their native musicians. To be 
sure, theirs differ somewhat, but the principle'is the 
same, .

Savannah, Ga., November 4.—(Spe- 
claL)—On the last day of the regular 
Session of the  sixzty-firet congress 
$10,600 was appropriated for a mon- 
ument to Generals James Screven and 
Daniel Stewart in Midway Cemetery, 
Ga. . 

This means that congress is to rear 
in an isolated and tnaccessible place 
a beautiful and costly memorial in 
recognition of services rendered near- 
ly a century and a half ago. The ap- 
propriation is, therefore, of more than 
passing interest, 
quiry is: Who were Generals Screv- 
¢n and Stewart, and where is Mid- 
way Cemetery? 

Midway Cemetery is situated in Lib- 
erty county, Georgia, 30 miles from 
Savannah, in a deserted section, and, 
though it is one of the most historic,

congress disclose, was never again con- 
sidered. Several years ago the move- 
ment to erect a monument to General 
Screven was revived by the Midway So- 
ciety, and included in the memorial 
udopted by the society at that time 
was the request that congress also ap- 
propriate funds for a monument to Gen- 
eral Stewart. The recent appropria- 
tion for a joint monument was the 
result. 

The grave of General Screven is un- 
marked, the wall of the cemetery hav- 
ing by an !nadvertence been construct- 
ed directly over the spot where rest his 
remains, and singularly enough, Daniel 
Stewart was a member of the commit- 
tee on construction that made this mis- 
ifke. Fortunately, however, an inscrip- 
tion on the gravestone of General 
Screyen's sister identifies the spot 
where he is buried. 

The remains of General Stewart re- 
pose beneath a majestic oak, a simple 
headstone marking the spot, and on 
either side are those of his wife and 
children. Though the stones have been 
standing nearly one hundred years, 
time has wrought no ravage, for, as if 
by the direction of divine providence, 
the draperies of moss from the protect- 
ing arms of the oak, which fall in 
funereal folds over the consecrated

TO COLLECT $5,000 IN TAXES 


London, November 4.-—-About a year 
ago Lloyd George, the British chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, introduced his 
new lang taxes with a great flourish 
o% trumpets. They were going to pro- 
duce enormous revenue, sald Mr. 
George and at the same time they were 
going to solve the question of “un- 
earned increment’’ which has troubled 
land reformers since the days of the 
chancellor’s American namesake, Henry 
George. s 

The commissioners of Inland Reve- 
nue have just issued their annual re- 


port and now Lloyd George's political 
enemies are chuckling. The land er 
has produced just $5,810 and some of 
that may have to be returned, for it 
has Leen paid under protest and claims 
for overpayment are being made. But 
the point of the joke is that the $3,- 
810 has cost the country $1,433,000 to 


collect. |

POCKETS OF MINE-OWNERS

London. November 4.—About this 
season of the year careful English 
householders begin to think about jay- 
ing in the winter's supply of coal, for 
in ordinary years “summer prices 
still rule in November, but this year 
those who haven't been beforehand 
are in a panic, for coal prices now afte 
at the top mid winter mark and prom- 
ise to go a good deal higher before 
they stop soaring. 

The primary reason is that the min- 
ers are talking about a national strike 
when the first snow’ falls and on top 
of that has come the consumers’ panic 
to send prices kiting. Goog household 
coal which one could ouy a month ago 
for $6 a ton is now $7.25 and ordinary) 
kitchen coa] which*cost about $5.50 
can’t be got now for less than $6.50. 
This, it must be remembered, is “soft’ 
coal and not the anthracite commonly 
used across the Atlantic, but practica!l- 
ly unknown in England. 

Coal merchants say that the present 
panic is unjustified: and that they are 
being forced to put. up their prices to 
check the rush. One man who usually 
has 5,060 tons in his yard at this date 
says that he only has 500 tons now 
including that on its way from the 
colliery and he doesn’t know when he 
can get more. Stocks at the pit head 
are almost exhausted and there are 
not wagons enough to bring the coal 
from the mines to the cities. .Noth- 
ing like the rapid rise in price has 
been known for years in London.

he bishop of London was ine mood 
equally critical.

First» 
the churches took too little heed 
of the passionate desire for a 
heaven upon earth, which was at the

cent report of the London Board of 
Trade. The London Board of Trade, 
which is similar to the United States 
department of commerce and - labor, 
has been making a world-wide study 
in the last several years of the com- 
parative conditions of the laboring 
classes in various countries. The re- 
port on the cities of the United States. 
following those dealing with France. 
England and Germany, has but re- 
cently come-from the press. 

Atlanta was among the cities in- 


newces of the philanthropies and the 
public institutions dealing with de- 
pendent classes, the Associateq Chari- 
ties is given first rank. 

The reason why a cold, unbiased ex- 
amination into the results accom- 
plished by the Atlanta association 
brought forth such unqualified praise 
is that the organization, in its well- 
directed and thoroughly organized at- 
tack upon poverty as a community 
problem, intelligently utilizes and -co- 
ordinates evéry effort of the city and 
its people to relieve poverty and stamp 
out its causés. 

The success of the organization, 
however, has not been accomplished 
through itself alone; it has been built 
up out of the sympathies, co-opera- 
tien and assistance which Atlanta peo- 
Ple have given to its work. It has

Atlanta’s Associated Charities grew 
out of the big freeze of 1904-1905, dur- 
ing which the city’s peor suffered 
much distress. 

In February of 1905, after a pro- 
longed cold spell, sleet and rain fel! 
under conditions which cauced the en- 
tire city from end to end to become 
coateq with a solid sheet of ice. Trees 
were masses of icicles, wires were 
down everywhere, electric lights were 
out, traffic was discontinued for days. 

This state of affairs brought about 
unusua] suffering among the poor and 
the almost numberless applications for 
relief, typified by qistressing instances 
in the press, brought forth a flood of 
charity from organizations of varied 
character, from the churches and from 
individuals. 

After the ice had melted ang condi- 
tions had resumed a normal] character 
it was realized by those who had been 
most active in the rellef of distress 
that it had all been haphazard, with- 
out co-operation and without method. 
Many in great need had been over- 
looked, while others had taken ad- 
vantage of the situation to work 
systematic fraud upon the public A 
minister told the story of one woman 
who had laid in ten tons of coal from 
as many different sources in the one 
week’s time. 

It was at this time that Dr. Crumley, 
whose mind as well as his heart has 
always been at the service of the dis- 
tressed and unfortunate, wrote a card 
to The Atlanta Constitution, proposing 
a permanent organization of Atlanta’s 
charitable forces. He had studied the 
experience of other cities and was con- 
vinced of the beneficent value of such 
organization. He urged it among his 
friends, including such citizens as 
yeorge Muse, Henry Johnson and Dr.

when necessary; but, realizing that 
such charity alone never touched the 
cause of need, but only tides over into 
other misery, it goes farther and en- 
deavors to find and remove the cause 
of suffering. It tries to give perma- 
nent relief. 

Thig relief is drawn from all the 
available resources of the community. 
The spiritual influence of the minister, 
the science of the doctor, the care of 
the hospital, the interest and help of 
relatives and friends, the public relief 
funds, all are focused and used in lIift- 
ing individuals and families out of 
poverty into hopeful] usefulness. 

All this is done through personal 
service, and can be done in no other 
way. This service is performed by 
employees, especially trained for it and 
who give their entire time to the, 
work. 

When once it is realized that most 
of the causes of poverty lie outside 
the individual and are traceable to as- 
sociation, neglect and indifference, the 


larger cnostructive function of organ- | 


ized charity becomes apparent, 

In One year, by seeking out and 
learning the cause of distress, the as- 
sociation found over sixty families 
brought to need by tuberculosis alone. 
This knowledge led to the operation of 
a@ separate dispensary for such pa- 
tlents, and later, to the organization of 
an Anti-tuberculosis Society. 

It was found that other cities, and 
Atlanta, were playing ping-pong, as it 
were, with poor people by giving char- 
itable transportation without any in- 
vestigation. The association had an 
ordinance passed which prohibited giv- 
ing transportation by any city official; 
without investigation.

Seven new bishops, two of them suf. 
fragans, are the net result of the au- 
tumn advance in the Episcopal church. 
On October 18 the Rev. Dr. Thomas F. 
Davies was consecrated bishop of 
western Massachusetts, and on October 
28, the Rev. Dr. Philip M,. Rhinelander 
and the Rev. Dr. T. J. Garland, bishop 
coadjutor and bishop suffragan of 
As Bushop Mackay- 
Smith, of the diocese has resigned 
from FebLruary next, Bishop Rhinelan- 
der will not serve long as coadjutor. It 
ig rare that two bishops have been 
consecrated at the same time, but there 
have been several such instances in the 
Episcopal church, 

It was late in September that the 
Rev. J. R. Winchester, of Memphis, 
was consecrated bishop coadjutor of 
Arkansas, and a fortnight or littie 
more ago the Dev. W. EB. Toll was 
chosen bishop suffragan of Chicago. 
This is the third suffrugzan chosen to 
date under the law hardly yet a year 
old.

The question 
of white slave traffic and’the general 
subject of prostitution is being studied 
caretully by the wisest and bravest in 
the movement. The proper education 
of the young in sex hygiene and ina 
scientific manner, is urged so that 
they might be strong and intelligent 
when temptation comes to them, in- 
stead of weak ang ignorant.
